BUJS : ' 'It shall bo unlawful for any dog 
;o roam about over tho country nnat-

"Poor old dog Tray" doesn't stand 


much of a chance. It won't do any good

does not belong to you. If it is a stray 
dog, you havo got a duty to perform 
anyhow. Listen to what tbo law Bays: 
"It shall bo a misdemeanor for any per- 
son to tetsp, harbor, or to permit any 
dog to stay about his, hor or their prem- 
ises, which has uot been registered as 
provided by tbia uut, and any person or 
persons violating the provisions of this 
act shall be fined in any earn not exceed- 
ing 85."

kill, or any parson who ahull steal, take 
or carry away a dog which has been dull 
registered, shall bo deemed guilty of a 
mibdcmcauor, and, npon conviction, 
fibull be lined in any sum not exceeding 
SldO."
